No. 10/8/74-CS-n. — ^The rules for a departmental comtwti- 
tive examination to bo hold by the Institute of Secretariat Training 
and Management, Cabinet Secretariat (Department of Person- 
nel & Administrative Reforms), New Delhi, in 1974 for the pur- 
pose of tilling temporary vacancies in Grade 111 of the Central 
Sserotarial Stenographers’ Service, Grade III of Armed Forces 
Headquaiters Stenographers’ Service, and Grade III of Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-cadre of Indian I'oreign Service (B) are published 
For general information. 

2. file number of vacancies in various services to be filled on 
the results of the examination will bo specified in the Notice 
issued by the Institute of Secretariat Training & Management. 
Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes in respect of vacancies as may bo 
fixed by the Government of India. 


Scheduled Castes/Tribes means any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modifications) 
Order 1956, read with the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960 
and the Purfiab Reorganisation Act. 1966, the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amcndcment) Act, 1956, 
the Constitution (Jammu & Kashmir) (Scheduled CastesOrdor 
1956, the Consitution(Andman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled

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4. Any permanent or temporary regularly appointed officer 
who satisfies the following conditions shall be eligible to appear 
at the examination and compete for vacancies in Grade III 
of ^e Stenographers’ Service corresponding to their Clerical 
SetTice onl^ i. e. LDCs/UDCs of C. S. C. S. will be eligible 
for competing for vacancies in Grade III of the C. S. S. S. only; 
L.D.Cs. /U.D.Cs. of A. F. H, O. Clerical Service will be 
eligible for compcling for vacancies in Grade III of A. F. H.Q 
Stenographers’ Service only and officers of Grade VI or Grade

(1) Length of Service . — He should have, on the 1st January, 
1974 rendered not less than three years approved and continuous

— The Lower Division Gi ade or the Dpper Division 
Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service 
or any other grade under the Central Government 
or the State Government the minimum and 
maximum of the scale of pay of which was not 
loss than Rs. 55/- and Rs. 130/- respec- 
tively, prior to 1st July, 1959, was not le.ss 
than Rs. 110/- and Rs. 180/- respectively on or 
after the 1st July, 1959 but prior to 1st January, 
1973 and is not less than Rs. 260/- and Rs. 400/- 
respcctively, on or after Ist January, 1973.

Grade of the Armed Forces Hcadouarlcrs Clerical 
Service or any other grade under the Central 
Government or the State Government 
the minimum and maximum of the 

scale of pay of which was not less than 
Rs. 55/- and Rs. 130/- respectively, prior to 1st 
July, 1959, was not less than Rs. 110/- and Rs. 
180/- respectively on or after the 1st July, 1959 
but prior to 1st January, 1973, and is not less 
than Rs. 260/- and Rs. 400'-, respectively, on or 
after 1st January 1973.

Category IU. — Grade VI and/or Grade V of the Indian Foreign

No. Cl, 1 1013/4/7,LFRY(FD) —With a view to ensuring an All 
India angle in the integration of forest policy pursued by the 
various States, and in the light of the recommendations made by 
the Conference of Ministers of States held in September, 1948, 
the Government of India constituted a Central Board Of Forestry 
under the Chairmanship oi’ the Union Minister of Agriculture 
vide Ministry of Agriculture Resolution No. 6-20/49'F, dated the 
19th June, 1950, Quite apart from acting as a common pool 
of experience gained throughout the Union, the Board serves 
to secure close coordination in the forestry matters, and more 
specially in integrated land use and help in maintaining adequate 
standards in forestry education. In addition, it wifi stand in 

good stead in forcing a common bond between the aims 

and ideals of inspiring the various forest departments of the 
Union, 

2. With the urge for the industrial and agricultural devclo p- 
ment generated, forestry has come to assume a vital role calling 
for concerted action in such inter-State matters as soil conser- 
vation and flood control measures, development of industries 
and standardisation of timbers, evolution of forest management 
and legislation for the control of Private forests, 

.T In order to ensure proper coordination and integration 
of the development of the forestry sector including the fore.st- 
'based industries, as also keeping in view their increasing role in 
the preservation of environment with stress on protection of wild- 
life, it has been considered desirable that the Union Ministries 
of the Planning/Financo/Industrial Development and a re- 
presentative of the Indian Board for Wild Life are also 
actively associated with the deliberations of the Board, so that 
the Tccotnmendations of this body arc made after taking into 
consideration the views of these concerned Ministries and Board 
as well, thus representing the largest measure of agreement 
resulting jn their cxPcditioius imple, mentation, in view of this 
it has become necessary to revise the composition of the Central 
Board of Forestry.
